NEW STEEL DISCOVERY. 


British manufacturers of steel springs for 
locomotive coaches and motor cars are incor- 
porating into their practice valuable mas 
recently obtained from the work of the 
Springs Committee of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. One imme- 
diate consequence is a closer co-operation be- 
tween spring manufacturers and vehicle 
builders, which is expected to be of great 
value to all users of springs in the future. 

It had been alleged that certain foreign 
springs were superior to those made in 
Britain, and the committee was asked to 
prove or disprove this allegation. Foreign 
springs of the types referred to were ob- 
tained®* from the stock of British distributors, 
and were put through the same tests at the 
National Physical Laboratory as those used 
in examining British springs. Analysis 
showed that the foreign springs were made 
of chrome vanadium steel of approximately 
the same composition and hardness as chrome 
vanadium steels made in England, and pre- 
viously tested at the National Physica! 
Laboratory. The strength of the material 
was determined under static conditions, and 
the leaves of the springs were subjected to 
endurance tests in the machine developed at 
the National Physical Laboratory, by which 
the springs are bent millions of times in a 
few days. The springs were also tested 
under road running conditions. and measure- 
ments were made of their displacement when 
fitted to the saloon motor car for which they 
were designed. 

In all the tests carried out there was no 
indication of any superiority of foreign 
springs over British springs. Foreign springs 
were slightly stiffer than the corresponding 
British springs. They moreover showed a 
marked surface weakness common to all 
springs, but in this respect they were <2O 
per cent. weaker than the British chrome 
vanadium steel springs. 

During the committee’s work on British 
springs, the discovery was made (says a cor- 
respondent of The Times) that throngh the 
development of surface weakness produced in 
various ways during manufacture, the full 
intrinsic mechanical properties of a spring 
steel were never utilised. Jt was found that 
material in an unpolished condition as gene- 
rally used for springs was much weaker— 
often one-fifth to a half weaker—than when 
machined and polished. Prior to the work 
of the committee, this fact, the Department 
believes, was entirely unsuspected by steel 
and spring makers either here or abroad. 
The. differences in the strength of the 
material in the springs has been conclusively 
shown to be due to variations in surface con- 
ditions, probably due to decarburisation dur- 
ing heat treatment. The same variation in 
strength, it is claimed, applies to any steel 
in an unmachined or unpolished condition. 
In view of the importance of the discovery, 
the Department has recently arranged for a 
more detailed investigation into the effect of 
the surface on the fatigue-resisting properties 
of steels. Considerable progress has been 
made in this work, and there appears to be 
a definite promise of developing practical 
processes which will allow a full fatigue re- 


sistance of the material to be chtained with- | 


out any initial machining operation. 

The result, it is claimed, should be either 
a cheaper and lighter spring of the same 
strength as existing springs or a stronger 
spring of the present weight. The former, it 
is urged, should lead to a cheaper product 
fer use on good roads, and a stronger one for 
driving over the rough roads or roadiess in- 
teriors of the Dominions and (Colonies.

which time harm is done from want of 
escape of condensed moisture on the 
berries. Ventilation must not wait on 
sunshine, hence the wise course is 
moderate opening of the top veutilators 
early. The object of keeping the house 
close at this season is, of course, to 
hasten swelling of the berries, but until 
the critical stage of stoning is safely 
assed there must be no hastening, all 
eine kpet on the quiet side.

after breeding is over. We believe with 
free range it does no harm, ‘and when 
they are all together at liberty oe 
not fight, and are greatly improved by 
exercise and the good feeding of the 
fields. Of course, this refers to the 
cocks intended for another season’s 
breeding. All others not required should 
be sold or marketed at once. If not 
in good table condition they should be 

nned and fed well for a few weeks. 
NVhere there is not the advantages of 
free range, and the birds have to ‘be 
kept in limited quarters, the male birds 
should be separated from the hens. 
Those that have: proved valuable as 
breeders, and are to be retained, should 
be taken care of during the summer and 
autumn. They may be run with the 
cockrels that have been separated from 
the pullets, or kept in separate quarters 
away from the hens. If there is no 
other accommodation the breeding pens 
may be used to keep them till some 
other place is vacant.

Mr. William McCarthy was examined, and 
stated that at the annual meeting, at which 
ha presided, it was proposed and seconded 
that the outgoing directors should he re- 
elected. A poll was demanded, and there was 
disturbance and noise. When he found it im- 
possible to conduct a scrutiny he adjourned 
the meeting in order that a poll might he 
taken. There was at the time a terrible 
“rumpus ” in the room, and he, in an 
agitated state, left in the company of three 
or four other directors. 

Cross-examined, he said that a motion in 
reference to the election of Mr. Guest to the 
hoard was not reached. He did not contend 
that the directors could not be put ont of 
ofice if not re-elected by the shareholders. 
He denied that the sense of the meeting was 
in favour of disposing of the entire business 
on the agenda. The election of young Mr. 
Guest as a director was not proposed while 
witness was in the room. Personally, he wis 
against the election of young Mr. Guest. Ile 
ruled Mr. Guest’s proxies ont of order. “hie 
overwhelming majority of those at the meet- 
ing were against his attitude. 

Mr. FitzGibbon--Were you surprised ? 

Witness—I would not be surprised at any- 
thing. (Lauchter.) 

Mr. FitzGibbon, for the defendant, said that 
a poll must he taken when demanded, and the 
question to be decided was whether the meet- 
ing was entitled to continue its operations and 
complete the business for which it had been 
called after Mr. McCarthy had left the chair. 
If it was entitled to go on, what it did was 
perfectly valid, and the duty of the chairyan 
was to ste the will of the company carried 
out instead of imnosing his own will and the 
will of a handfvl wf sunnorters on the com- 
pany. Jf what Mr. McCarthy did in ruling 
out the motion was upheld, the directors of 
the company could not be replaced at an 
ordinary meetinc. 

Counsel submitted that Mr. MeCarthy was 
wrong in his ruling; that Mr. Guest and his 
colleagues had been validly elected directors 
of the companv, and that what Mr. Guest 
had dore was legitimate. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

HOW GIRL’S BODY 
WAS FOUND. 


TRIAL OF FARM 
LABOURER. 


EFORE MA. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

When the trial of David O’Shea (36) for the 
murder of Ellen O’Sullivan (25), a dairymaid- 
of Knocknaloman, Co, Cork, on the Cork- 
Kerry border, near Rathmore, on Februa 
8 last, was resumed yesterday, Denis O’Sul- 
livan, father of the murdered girl was re- 
call and, in answer to the judge, said 
that, to his knowledge, the accused man never 
had paid his daughter any attention. He had 
never seen them together. 

Timothy Kelleher gave evidence of having 
driven Cronin and others to Rathmore in 
Cronin’s car on the evening of the murder. 

Eugene Murphy said that he went to a 
dance at Rathmore with Cronin and Kelleher. 
Later on they walked along the road and 
met Miss O'Sullivan and Miss Moynihan. 
They spoke to them and parted. The wit- 
ness returned to Shinagh Cross, and on the 
way met Miss O’Sullivan and Cronin walk- 
ing towards Lynch’s Cross. He spoke to 
them and then went on to Shinagh Cross. 

FINDING OF THE BODY. 

Mrs, Ellen Hickey, Knocknaloman, said 
that’ she met the accused man on the even- 
ing of the murder when going towards 
Rathmore. He was in the habit of wearing 
black polished leggings and a dark overcoat. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Donnell, the 
witness said that the accused man did not 
wear an overcoat on that Sunday evening. 

Daniel Hickey ('2), son of the last witness, 
corroborated. 

Timothy Hickey, a farmer, gave evidence of 
having seen the previous witness and others 
at Shmagh Cross cn Sunday, 8th February. 

Patrick Credon said that he went to Inch 
Cross at about 7.30 p.m. on the Sunday in 
question. He thought that he saw a man and 
the wheel of a bicycle on the road, and he 
heard two voices, one of which appeared to 
be a woman s. 

John T. Murphy and Patrick Donovan, 
Shinagh, gave evidence of the discovery of 
the body on Saturday, 14th February. 

Sergeant Murplfy said he took part in the 
search for the body. There was a stocking 
on the right leg, but there was no other 
clothing on the lower part of the body. 

FOLLOWING A TRACK. 

Superintendent John Gantley said that the 
body was covered with furze. With Chief 
Superintendent Galligan and Inspector 
Mahony he examined the spot, and followed a 
track that appeared to have been made by 
some object being dragged over the Fe. 
The track brought them to a fence dividing 
two fields. Articles of clothing were found 
on the track. 

He arrested the accused man at his home 
on the 26th February. Before this--on the 
15th February—Superintendent O'Dowd gave 
him a sock, which he had taken out of a 
milk tankar@ in the accused man’s room. 
This, with another sock found near the 
river, and a pair of trousers belonging to 
O’Shea was handed to Inspector Mahony. 

COURT CLEARED FOR MEDICAL 

EVIDENCE. 

Before medical evidence was given the 
court was cleared by order of Mr. Justice 
Hanna. 

Dr. Collins, Rathmore, said that there was a 
mark, apparently of bleod, on the left 
shoulder of the murdered girl’s pullover. 
She was about 5 feet 5 inches in height, was 
very well nourished and well developed, and 
weighed about 10 stone. She had dark 
brown hair. The body showed no sign of 
decomposition. 

There was a cut an inch and a half long 
on the girl’s head. A soft swelling extended 
six inches from side to side over the head. 
This soft swelling proved to be blood clotted 
under the skin, Jt was the cause of death. 
The. swelling couid have been caused by : 
heavy stone. 

There were also a contused wound over 
the left eye and a slight contusion over the 
right eye. There was a bruise extending 
along the centre of the cheek to the right 
ear. That appared to have been caused by 
two fingers violently gripping the girl’s 
cheek. 

There. was no evidence of strangulation. The 
girl had been outraged immediately before 
death. She had been virgo intacta. 

Dr. Oarey, Killarney, corroborated. 

Dr. Moore, pathologist, University College, 
Cork, said that he made a _  vpost-mortem 
examination and found that the cause of 
death was the violence of the blow on the 
head. He thought that the girl must have 
died immediately. 

CLOTHING HIDDEN IN FENCE. 
Evidence was given of the finding of a 
bicycle and various articles of clothing near 
the scene of the crime. 

Sergeant Buckley said that he found the 
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on the grass margin of the road on February 
17th. In a fence near by he found several 
articles of women's underclothing. They 
were all rolled up separately. 

Sergeant Burns said that he found the back 
cover of the novel ‘‘ The Gamblers”’ in a 
ditch, and hidden in a hole near by he found 
the book itself rolled up. 

Sergeant Skehan, Killurney, gave evidence 
of finding an article of underclothing rolled 
up and hidden at the base of the fence on 
the lands of the murdered girls father. He 
also found a motor car cushion. The distance 
from O’Shea’s house to the spot where he 
found the underclothing was about 220 yards. 

Detective Harrigan said that he was 
present when the last witness found the 
articles mentioned. He himself found 
articles, which appeared to be women's under- 
wear. They were rolled up and covered in 
long grass in the fence. 

Detective Thomas Crowley corroborated. 

Miss Norah O'Sullivan, sister of the dead 
girl, identified various articles of clothing 
produced, which, she said, her sister had 
worn on the day of the murder. 

LEGGING PRODUCED IN COURT. 

Sergeant Reynolds said that he went to 
accused man’s house on February 23rd and 
found there the black legging (produced). 

Timothy Collins, Knocknaloman, identified 
the leggings produced by the Guard as those 
worn by the accused man. He recognised 
them by the steel rib at the bottom showing 
half an inch outside the casing. 

Humphrey McCaul, shoemaker, Rathmore, 
said that he had repaired leggings for O’Shea 
in the springtime. The repair was the same 
as that done on the leggings produced, but 
he could not say whether the leggings were 
those which he had repaired for O'Shea. 

Jeremiah O’Leary (154), Inchibeg, said that 
on Sunday, 8th February, he went to Daniel 
Hickey’s cottage, near Lynch’s Bridge, at a 
quarter-past ten. When he came out he 
heard the rattle of a bicycle going at a fast 
rate towards Rathmore. He could not see 
who was on it. He knew Ellen O’Sullivan’s 
bicycle, which had “a great rattle.’’ Later 
he was shown a bicycle at the Civic Guard 
station in Rathmore, and noticed when it 
was ridden that it made a rattle like the 
rattle he had heard on that night. 

STATEMENT BY ACCUSED MAN. 

Superintendent O’Sullivan, Kanturk, said 
that he saw the accused man on February 
15th, when O'Shea made a statement, in 
the course of which he said that on Sunday, 
February 8th, he was at Mass at 8.30 and 
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house before tea-time. After tea he went as 
far as Shinagh Cross. 
Mrs. Hickey, and after leaving her he met 
two girls and a very tall man. 


he met another tall man and a girl. 


and were conversing. He would say tha 


Shinagh Cross, which he reached about 
ee He saw nobody there, and he met no- 
ody between the cross and his home. 

On Monday: and Tuesday nights he was in 
Rathmore village. He did not join the search 
for the girl, and was not aaleed: 

The last time he saw Ellen O’Sullivan was 
on Sunday, February 8th, at about 3 p.m., 
when she was going past his house. He did 
not wear the trousers (produced) on Sunday.

OVERHEARD CONVERSATION. 


Guard Keane, Killarney, stated that when 
the other Guards left the accused man’s house 
on February 16th he remained and concealed 
himself under a bed. The accused man 
entered the kitchen, and there was a con- 
versation which the witness heard and wrote

There was a superintendent present, and wit 
ness presumed that he was aware that he 
(witness) was there. His purpose was to de 
tect crime or the evidence of crime. 


MARKS OF SCRATCHES. 


Detective Tormey said that he was in tle 
house of the accused on February 18th wit!

The witness then read a statement made 
and signed by O'Shea, which was similar to 
that made to Superintendent O'Sullivan.

CORK, Wednesday. 

At vesterday'’s meeting of the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners a letter was read from the 
City of Cork Steam Packet Company drawing 
attention to the position as regards the ex- 
port of butter from Ireland. 

The company enclosed the copy of a letter 
which had been circularised to all creameries 
in the South of Ireland, with the object of 
diverting to the Port of Dublin butter carried 
at through rates which would normally pass 
through the Port of Cork. They had written 
to the Great Southern Railways appealing for 
similar facilities to be granted to Cork, and 
stating that cold storage facilities were avail- 
able there. Their efforts, however, had been 
unsuccessful, and, as they were informed that 
the railway had now granted these facilities 
to Waterford’ and. Rosslare, they feared a 
serious diversion of butter traffic from Cork 
if they were not immediately extended to that 
port. 

It was decided to communicate with the 
G.8.R. asking to have the facts of the matter 
éxplained.

At this period of the year the problems 
of sed-bathing become acute, some of them, 
perhaps, being affected by reminiscences 
of the customs of by-gone years..

The colour 
was generally a kind of red, and amorphous 
masses of what looked like old red sand- 
stone cleft the waves. Nor did the wearers 
yentufe far out of their depth. For the 
most part, the shore was shriekingly 
fringed with what might well have been 
boiled lobsters engaged in a Lewis Carroll 
dance. 

The bathing box has always been popular 
in Ireland, but not so the bathing 
machine, which was, I think, invented to

The illustration which I reproduce here 
is taken by a correspondent from the 
Illustrated London .News of May 26th, 
1860.

A Link with Cowper. 


I hear that the Cowper Museum at 
Olney, where the poet’s bi-centenary will 
be celebrated to-day, contains more relics 
and manuscripts of him than any museum 
in Europe contains of any one literary 
man. It was to this house that Cowper 
removed in 1767—at the age of thirty-six— 
in order to be under the evangelical 
ministry of the Reverend John Newton, 
and he remained in it for nineteen years. 
The house and garden, like Shakespeare's 
at Stratford-on-Avon, are tended by the 
municipality; the house having been pre- 
sented in 1900 and the garden just after 
the war. 

Admirers of those charming lines, “I 
Sing the Sofa,’’ may see here the identical 
sofa which inspired them, and among the 
manuscripts are th» verses ‘‘ To Mary,” 
written in praise of Mrs. Unwin, who 
remained with the poet at Olney. One of 
the most delightful features, however, 's 
the garden, whose bloom aptly com- 
memorates Cowper’s great love of flowers. 
They are as beautiful at the present day 
as when he wandered meditatively among 
their brightly-hued beds, inhaling the 
fragrance of pinks and roses. 


Belfast's Foundations. 


When I was in Belfast the other day I 
noticed, while passing the Albert 
Memorial, that a scaffolding had been 
built round it. On asking a friend who 
accompanied me what kind of work was in 
progress, he told me that. the tall tower 
was sinking, and that it had become neces- 
sary to strengthen its foundations. I 
mentioned that I had heard a rurmour to 
this effect about the Town Hall, to which 
he replied that not only that building, 
but also the Custom House, was reported 
to be in a state of subsidence. ‘‘ Surely,” 
I ventured, “ three such buildings so far 
apart could not all be sinking, unless the 
foundations of the whole city were in a 
similar state?” “Well,” he replied 
cautiously, “it is this way. When the 
Albert Memorial began to sink, somebody 
discovered a new kind of concrete mixture 
which would check the subSidence, and 


ever since that you would be surprised at. 


the number of public buildings in Belfast 
which have been reported as sinking.’’ 

I hope, at all events, that they will do 
something to straighten the Albert 
Memorial. True, it has been crooked for 
so long that nobody worries, but I confess 
that-I seldom pass without looking up to 
see whether its top is swooping down on 
me.

THE REPORT. .

Trust, Ltd., representing the share to which | 


the hospital became entitled out of the Grand 
National Sweepstake. This was most accept- 
able, and the particulars thereof will appear 
in the report of the hospital for the year end- 
ing March, 1952, It would not only pay off 
the bank ovedraft, but would leave a most 
satisfactory sum to provide income with which 
to meet the increasing deficiency each year 
and to make good the grants which had been 
withdrawn, The Board regretted very much 
the withdrawal of the two annual grants 
which had been received for many years. past 
from the Government and the Dublin Hospital 
Sunday Fund, consequent to. the hospital's 
participation in the Hospitals’ Sweepstakes. 
They would, therefore, impress upon the 
charitable public the urgent necessity of con- 
tinuing their subscriptions to the funds, and 
thus preventing a further fall. in ordinary 
income. 

During the year two vacancies on the Board 
of Governors had been filled by the co-option 
of Sir Conway Dwyer, F.,R.C.8.I., and Mr. 
Joseph X. Murphy. With regard to the 
actual work ‘done by the hospital, the follow- 
ing figures were supplied :—There had been 
1,736 admissions to hospital; 1,698 patients 
had been attended to at their own homes by 
the extern maternity department, and 12.061 
had attended the general dispensaries, making 
a total of 15,495. 


FAVOURABLE CIRCUMSTANCES. 


In proposing the adoption of the report, the 
Lord Mayor said that they met for the first 
time for many years under very favourable 
circumstances.

CHILDREN. 


GARDEN FETE TO RAISE 
FUNDS. 


Twelve hundred children of the very poor 
of Dublin were supplied with clothes last 
year by the Dublin Childrens’ Clothing 
Society, which now finds itself in debt to 
the extent of £1,000, and, on the initiative 
of Mrs. W. R. E. Murphy, Ashgrove House, 
Kill avenue, Monkstown, County Dublin, 
who has already collected a sum of £600 
for this very deserving work, a garden 
ÍAte was held yesterday in the pretty grounds 
of her residence to reduce this burden, and 
thus to enable the Society to continue its 
work unabated during the coming winter. 

The object of the Society is to supply 
clothes free of cost to the clfildren of the 
poor of school age, so that the need of 
clothes will not prevent them attending 
school. The cases are recommended by the 
Civic Guards, and the clothes are lent to 
the parents of the children, a condition of 
which is that the child must attend school 
regularly. Twelve hundred children were 
provided for last year, and as many as 2,000 
have been clothed in past years when the 
funds permitted, and the yearly number of 
applicants for clothes is about 4,000. In 
addition to the many children clothed, the 
Society also helps about a dozen aged poor 
women by employing them in making the 
clothes during several months of the year, 
so that the activities of the Society have a 
distinct claim on the charitable people of 
Dublin.

“THE YEOMEN OF 
THE GUARD.” 
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Those who femembered the artistic excel- 
lence of the D’Oyley Carte Company's pro- 
duction of “ The Yeomen of the Guard “ last 
year were prepared to enjoy last night’s per- 
formance, not least for the reason that Mr. 
Martyn Green was again to be seen and heard 
in the part of Jack Point. If anything, a 
still more artistic presentation was seen last 
night; for Mr. Green s spirited and touching 
portrait of the unlucky jester was fitted into 
a picture in which all the characters were 
limned with marked sympathy. 

Mr. Sydney Granville’s Wilfred was an 
obvious case in point. He was a lumbering, 
thick-witted fellow, a butt for ridicule; yet 
every detail was in character. There was no 
attempt to hold up the story in order to get 
laughs with his clumsy fooling. One began 
to feel real sympathy with the 
jailer. Mr. Granville does not present 
yonderous a figure as his predecessors in the 
Conde comic parts to which he has gravitated 
recently, but he is giving them a rich flavour 
of genuine comedy. 1 

On the male side, which in ‘‘ The Yeomen 
of the Guard ” is the weightier side, last 
night’s cast was strong, for, besides Mr. 
Granville and Mr. Green at their best, we 
had Mr. Charles Goulding lyrical again in 
the part of Colonel Fairfax, Mr. Darrell Fan- 
court a bluff Sergeant Meryll, Mr. — 
Griffin a sonorous Lieutenant, and Mr. John 
Dean a pleasant-voiced “' Leonard.”’ 

The surprise of the evening, however, was 
the emergence of Miss Marjorie Eyre to a 
position of commanding artistry. She put 
the part of Phebe Meryll full into 
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the centre of the picture, and made one 
feel that that was where it should be. For 
some time past the part had been over. 
shadowed by that of “Dame Carruthers,’ 
but the proportions seemed truer last night. 
One reflected that the placing of “ Phebe” 
alone on the stage at the rising of the cur- 
tain could not have been without design, and 
Miss Eyre’s artistic work fulfilled that 
design. There was deep emotional power in 
her acting, and her singing, from her song at 
the spinning wheel to her closing number, was 
richly charming. Miss Eyre’s advance in her 
art since her first appearance with the com- 
pany in Dublin last year may be taken, like 
Mr. Green’s advent, as an assurance that the 
D’Oyly Carte standard will be maintained. 

A newcomer, Miss Maisie Baxter, in the 
part of Dame Carruthers has not yet the 
depth of voice for some of her solo music, but 
she contributed an admirable part to the 
delightful quartet, ‘‘Strange Adventure,’’ 
which, like all the other favourite numbers, 
won the usual repeat. Another pleasing 
member of the quartet was Miss Muriel 
Davies, the Kate Carruthers. Miss Winifred 
Lawson, as Elsie Maynard, gave some pretty 
singing. The many imposing choruses in the 
opera were given with splendid movement and 
sonority. Taking it all round, ‘‘ The Yeomen 
of the Guard ” is being done as well this 
season as ever it was, in spite of individual 
changes in the membership of the company.

TO RECEIVE MORE FROM 
“SWEEPS.”

On the report stage of the Public Charitable 
Hospitals (Amendment) Bill, 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) moved that the 
amount availiable for County Hospitals should 
be increased from twenty-five per cent. to 
forty per cent. of the total sum allocated to 
the hospitals. 

He said that it had been calculated by some 
of those who opposed a similar amendment 
in Committee that a very large amount would 
be available for distribution among the 
County Hospitals, of which £63,000 would 
go to each County Hospital. It was true that 
this was a large sum, but if Sir James Craig’s 
prophecy was correct the voluntary hospitals 
would have another five millions distributed 
among them, making a total of six millions 
altogether, as compared with a million and a 
quarter for the County Hospitals. 

It was claimed that the Dublin hospitals 
were giving free treatment to people from the 
country, but it had been pointed out definitely 
that that was not so. People who came up 
from the country were compelled te pay 
so much a week, usually £2, and if they were 
unable to pay, the Boards of Health for the 
counties from which they came had to pay 
the amount. The County Hospitals were 
responsible for seventy-five per cent. of the 
treatment of the poor, and virtually one hun- 
dred per cent. of the very poor. 

ANOTHER AMENDMENT. 

Mr. CAREY (Govt., Cork FE.) moved that 
the County Hospitals should receive one- 
third of the total. He agreed that voluntary 
hospitals, which had a certain duty to per- 
form, should receive more than the County 
Hospitals, 

Mr. SHAW (Govt., Longford-Westmeath). 
supporting the amendment of Mr. Carey, said 
that the controversy was not cood for the 
sweepstake or for the hospitals—county or 
voluntary. He appealed to Dr. Ryan to 
withdraw his amendment. 

Captain REDMOND (N.L., Waterford) 
said that if the ratepayers were to be given 
any sort of relief by the method of sweep- 
stakes the taxpaver had a right to be re- 
lieved by the same. The proposal to give 
any sort of relief to County Hospitals not 
only took away from the principle of the 
original bill, but it threatened to damage the 
prospects of future sweepstakes. He would 
go farther than Mr. Shaw, and say that as 
the great bulk of the money subscribed to 
the sweeps came from outside this country, 
the subscriptions would soon fall if it be- 
came known outside that the money was to 
be used for the relief of the taxpayers of 
this country. If the Minister was prepared 
to give thirty-three and a third per cent. 
of the receipts to non-voluntary hospitals 
he (Captain Redmond) thought it was 
ample, and anything over that would en- 
danger the prospects of future sweepstakes. 

Mr. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin, N.) ad- 
mitted that the county hospitals were effi- 
cient for the treatment of normal diseases, 
but said that ninety-five per cent. of the 
serious cases requiring specialist treatment 
had to be treated in Dublin hospitals, which 
were national in their character and treat- 
ment of diseases.

Leave to introduce a bill to increase the 
membership of the Dublin Uvior Committee, 
and for that purpose to amend the Local 
Government (Dublin) Act, 1931, was sought 
by Mr. Briscoe (F.F., Dublin 8.). 

“Mr. BRISCOE explained that the bill was 
a non-contentious measure, intended purely 
to alter a sub-section of the existing Act 
to remedy defects in that Act which the 
Minister had since recognised. It dealt 
with the administration of poor-law relief 
in the City of Dublin. Under the Act of 
1931 the number of Commissioners for the 
Dublin Union Committee was fixed at five, 
of which three constituted a quorum. The 
Minister knew that the number would have 
to be increased to bring about efficiency in 
the administration of relief. Difficulty in 
getting a qu rum had ‘been experienced on 
many occasions, and during the holiday 
season there danger of the whole 
ministration ot poor-law relief breaking down 
from that cause. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, said that he opposed the motion, 
because at a time when the Dublin Union 
Committee was in communication with him 
with regard to their position, and before 
they had come to any conclusion as to what 
size of a committee could deal most satis- 
factorily with the business, Mr. Briscoe in- 
troduced a bill to deal with the matter.

The reduction of the bonus by even five or 
ten per cent. on the lower paid civil servants 
would have disastrous effects. There was un- 
certainty in the minds of the civil servants 
as to their financial position in the future, 
and that was not a healthy state of things. 

It was not fair to those people who entered 
the Civil Service through public examination 
to tell them, after a number of years in the 
Service, that, instead of their position being 
improved, it was to be gradually lessened. 

It was rumoured that a further reduction 
in the bonus would take place, and the civil 
servants asserted that their present financial 
position was such that they were unable to 
hear any further reductions. He appealed 
to the Minister to use his common sense and 
his sense of fair play in this matter, and to 
set up machinery to deal with this and 
kindred questions. He asserted that the cost 
of living did not in reality go down as it 
was represented in the official publications. 

He appealed to the Minister to leave this 
matter to a free vote of the House. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) formally 
seconded the motion.

Germany’s Crisis. - - 

There seems to be no ‘misconception in 
Germany about the Chequers conversa- 
tions, and moderate citizens are note dis- 
satisfied with the result. They realise that 
Great Britain, by herself, can do nothing 
to alleviate Germany's burden of repara- 
tions, and they are content that its weight 
has been made known to the creditor 
Powers. On the other hand, large and 
influential sections of the German people 
are anything but moderate in their outlook 
not only on reparations, but on Germany’s 
whole political and economic future. They 
are not content that she shall progress 
by the slow, if secure, course planned for 
her by President Hindenburg. Among these 
people are the Socialists, with whom— 
since their principles in essence differ by 
little—we may class the Communists. 
Upon a precarious alliance with the 
Socialists in the Reichstag Dr. Brining’s 
Government depends; but that alliance 
appears to be sponsored only by the 
Socialists’ fear of a more ‘‘ reactionary ”’ 
administration. They are ill pleased with 
the Government’s attitude towards. repara- 
tions, and their dislike is intensified by 
last Saturday’s 
“crisis tax,” as 


certain clauses’ in 
emergency decree. The 
they complain, weighs most heavily on 
industrial wage-earners, and the reduction 
in unemployment benefit, which they ex- 
pected to be no more than 5 per cent., has 
turned out to be between 7 and 14 per 
cent, 

The Socialists, however, do not consti- 
tute the most formidable opposition to 
President Hindenburg’s ideas. More 
numerous, and far more active, are the 
“ Nazis’ or ‘‘ Hitlerites.’’ In the first 
this body is Socialist only 
in name; for it bears 
semblance to the Italian Fascisti than 
to any modern Socialist organisation 
In the second place, it represents a de- 
finite political movement. In the third 
place, it embodies a militant uniformed 
organisation, which has shown its teeth 
more than once during the last six 
months. Some points of the Nazis’ 
doctrine are explained by the Berlin 
Correspondent of The Times. Broadly, 
they hold that Germany is a nation more 
sinned against than sinning in regard to 
the World War; that at present “ the 
German nation is held in the coils of an 
octopus, whose tentacles are international 
Judaism, Socialism and Com- 
munism ’’; and that reparations not only 
are unjust, but the cause Of all their 
country’s ill. By magnificent organisa- 
tion they have contrived to impregnate 
Germany with these views. Their ranks 
are open to all classes, and it forms one 
of their chief boasts that Hohenzollern 
princes and retired generals serve therein 
side by side with peasants and farm 
labourers. Such a body, fired with en- 
thusiasm, could be a serious menace to any 
Government that preferred the ploddiny 
path.

The alternative 
to Nazi control is a  dictatorship—a 
resort which, according to every sign, is 
for the moment anathema—and it seems, 
indeed, as if Germany’s sole hope lies in 
co-operation with Dr. Brining’s present 
policy. We trust that neither national- 
istic ebullition nor revolt against the agony 
of retrenchment will be suffered to disturb 
Germany s present equilibrium. President 
Hindenburg and Dr. Briining have steéred 
her over a most difficult périod. If they 
have not hesitated to burden the people 
that the,mation’s bond may be fulfilled, 
they have done a great deal to reassure 
her creditors and to calm her enemies. 
Indeed, their cool presentation of facts at 
Chequers may prove to have been a turn-

The Poseidon. 


Only fifteen months after she was com. 
missioned the British submarine Poseidon 


Wei-Hai-Wei, after collision with the 
Chinese steamer Yuta. At the moment of 
impact the Poseidon, according to the 
Admiralty’s statement, was ‘‘ operating 
on the surface in full buoyancy ’’—a 
circumstance which, no doubt, accounts 
for the comparatively large number of 
persons saved. In such cases those who 
are on deck, in the conning tower or 
immediately below it, stand a better 
chance of escape from the doomed vessel 
than those whose duty confines them to 
its more remote parts. The parent ship 
Medway has established some sort of 
communication with the sunken 
marine, and hopes are _ entertained 
that eight men may be alive. May 
they be rescued before it is too late! 
In addition to the Medway, American and 
Japanese vessels are furnishing assist- 
ance, and experts on a Japanese salvage 
tug have expressed the opinion that the 
Poseidon can be raised within twenty-four 
hours. The mind shrinks from a contem- 
plation of the horror which must confront 
these eight men. While the united efforts 


to effect their release, they must endure a 
trial in which resignation and confidence 
alike are denied. It is well that we, in 
our ‘safety, should contemplate their 
agony; for with us—and such as us— 
the whole question of the submarine’s con- 
tinuance rests. Since the beginning of 
1904 the British Navy alone has suffered

only in three of these twenty-one mishaps 
was there no loss of life. Such figures 
remind supposedJy Christian nations of the 
price that they pay for those faults which 
cause wars. The “abolition of the sub- 
marine ought to be the first step towards 
the realisation of world peace; but, un- 
happily, our own and others’ short- 
}comings forbid us to make the grand 
gesture. The middle course alone 
remains, and must be pursued with 
all the vigour of an apostle who believes 
in his ideal,. but recognises the dangers 
which attend its rash hastening. One 
grain of comfort emerges from the loss of 
the Poseidon. The Admiralty has con- 
firmed the report that six men reached 
the surface after the accident by 
means of the Davis submarine escape 
apparatus. Although two of these six men 
died later, it is a relief to know that 
science soon will provide a means of 
salvation to all concerned in a submarine 
wreck, except, perhaps, to those in the 
compartment actually involved. The King 
and Queen have sent a message of sym- 
pathy to the families cf all the crew, and 
our readers wil] share in this expression 
of a genuine grief. .

The amenities of Dublin have been en- 
riched in recent years by a notable 
increase of swans. Even between the city 
bridges the s tely bird ‘‘ floats double, 
swan and shadow '’—or would float double 
if those turbid waters should admit a 
shadow. Now the beautiful and harmless 
colony has lost a member in circumstances 
of horrid cruelty. In the Dublin District 
Court yesterda~ a man named Dargan 
was summoned on a charge that he had 
allowed his two racing greyhounds to 
attack and torture a swan at Irishtown. 
Miss Lily Byrne testified that, while the 
dogs attacked the swan and tore off its 
wings, Dargan ‘‘ looked cn and did not 
call off the animals.” Guard Somers 
(40 E) deposed that Dargan ran away, 
and, when caught, ‘‘ seemed to treit the 
whole thing as a joke.” The poor swan, 
which had lost its wings and had received 
other wounds, wz3 put out of its misery. 
Dargan’s defence was that “ he could not 
call the dogs away owing to ‘their excited 
state —a defence which admitted that he 
had brought into a public place dangerous 
animals which he was unable to cuntrol. 
The magistrate, Mr. O'Sullivan, did not 
accept this defence. He _ convicted 
Dargan, declared that he had acted “ with 
callous brutality ’’—and imposed a fine ol 
forty shillings. It was, in our view, an 
utterly inadequate sentence. Recently, 
in another court, a man who had 
inflicted appalling cruelty on a horse 
escaped also with an equally trivial 
fine. We fear that the effects of 
slight sentences for shocking treatment 
of animals is far-reaching and unfor- 
tunate. Humane societies, in co-operatiot 
with a vigilant police force, are striving 
earnestly to convince the public that 
cruelty to animals is a shameful and 
grave offence. When the bench apparently 
fails to support this view the societies and 
all animal-lovers are discouraged, andl 
there is a danger that their patient 
education of public feeling may be 
neutralised.

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Tourists in Italy. 


The Italian Government has appointed 
Dr. Suvie, formerly President of the Tour- 
ing Agency Enit, to be High Commissioner 
of Tourism, with all the powers of a 
Minister. Such powers under Fascismo 
will render him a virtual dictator within 
his own bailiwick. In a State like Italy, 
where there is a large excess of imports 
over exports, this centralisation of the 
country’s attractions under one hand is 
sound policy. By her entertainment of 
visitors Italy can reap an annual harvest 
of some two milliards of lire—a sum by no 
means to be despised. Dr. Suvic’s chief 
function will be to become the benign uncle 
of every tourist, who, through his help, 
will enjoy amenities often denied to the 
Italian citizen. The anomaly is defensible. 
Our Victorian forbears’ conception of 
hospitality was such that the best bed- 
room in most large houses, as a rule, was 
empty against the arrival of an occasional 
guest, while the family slept in less com- 


will honour the same standards—with a 
difference. Occasional guests will con- 
tribute to Italian wealth. In the Free 
State the organisation of tourist traffic has 
not yet passed the early stages of its 
adolescence. Steps, however, are being 
taken to mobilise the country’s charms for 
the benefit of her Exchequer. The Minister 
for Industry and Commerce has approved 
the spending, during the period 1931-1932, 
of the Irish Tourist Association’s receipts 
from contributions, and in future the 
Association will not be allowed to retain 
more than 124 per cent. of all contribu- 
tions for administrative purposes. All 
the rest must be used for “ publicity ” in 
its many forms. Yet the real remedy, 
which is psychological, remains to be 
employed. Irishmen must learn that a 
person on a holiday will pay more for 
service than for the necessaries of life. 
Herein lies the secret of suctess in the 
tourist trade.

Mr. CONNOLLY moved an amendment to 
Section 4, providing that the issue of book- 
makers’ licences should be at the discretion 
of the District Justices, and not at that 
of the Superintendent of the Civic Guards. 
It was, he said, most desirable that this 
power should be in the hands of the District 
Justices. “ae 

Mr. COMYN, in supporting the amend- 
ment, said that there seemed to be a desire 
on the part of the Executive to encroach 
on the judicial functions of the State. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that the system of Civic Guard Superinten- 
dents granting licences had been in operation 
for four or five years, and had worked satis 
factorily. There had been no complaints. 

Mr. DOUGLAS thought that some steps 
shonld be taken to restrict the number of 
licences. 

Sir WALTER NUGENT said that it would 
be more acceptable to those applying for 
licences to let the power remain in the hands 
of the Superintendent rather than have to go 
to Court. The Guards would know more 
about an applicant than a District Justice 


would know. 


DISTRICT JUSTICE’S VIEWS. 
Mr. O’FARRELL said that it would seem 


that the only persons who bad a grievance 
against the terms of the bill as compared 
with the amendment were the lawyers, as it 
would deprive them of a good deal of much- 
needed practice. The granting of licences 
through the Superintendents oí the Civic 
Guard saved the appiicants a good deal of 
expense. Some District Justices, who feit 
strongly on betting, might use the Bench to 
discuss betting on every application that came 
before them. 

“ For instance,” he said, “there “is a 
certain District Justice who holds strong 
views on dancing, and he turns the Bench 
into a Salvationist’s tub every time an 
application is made with respect to dances, 
and when he does grant an application he 
attaches to it preposterous conditions—such 
as that there stould be a certain number of 
dances of different kinds.” 

The amendment was defeated by thirty-one 


vetes to six. 
REFUSING A LICENCE. 


Mr. JOHNSON introduced an amendment 
to Section 6, making it competent, for the 
Superintendent of the Civie Guard to refuse 
a Bamai to a person who was acting as an 
agent for a person who had already been re- 
{used on the ground .of ,personal . unfitness, 
or to a person who was a person of bad 
character in the betting world. 

The amendment was sqoepiee: 

An amendment by Mr. JOHNSON making 
it compulsory on members of thes Civic 
(juards to wear uniform when on duty out- 
side betting offices. when there for the pur 
pose of ordering people to- move on, was 
agreed to: as was also an amertdinent hy 
the same Senator which reduced ihe penalty 
of £20 for loitering in front of a betting 
office to one of £5. 


FOOTBALL BETTING. 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment, the 
purpose of which was to delete the provision 
which repealed the Readvy-Money Football 
Betting Act, 1920. If this Act were repealed, 
he said, it would open the way for the 
circularising and advertising of coupons for 
football betting, and that would be a 
calamity. It was an unnecessary departure 
from the law to repeal the Act. It would 
turn the country into a happy hunting 
ground for football betting organised across 
the water. It would tend to tag on to the 
interest that boys and girls had in football 
an interest in betting. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that he did not think 
that the Act had prevented coupon-betting 
on football. and the position was not satis- 
factory. He suggested that between the 
section and the amendment they might devise 
something that. would be more satisfactorv. 
If the amendment were withdrawn, he would 
submit an amendment on the report stage 
which would deal with football coupon- 
betting. 

This course was adopted, and the Committee 
stage was passed. 


BILL ADVANCED. 
The Committee stage of the Local Elections 
and Meetings (Postponement) Bill, 1931. was 
assed, and the report stage was fixed for 
Vednesday next. 


STANDING ORDERS. 

The following resolution from the Dail was 
accepted: “ That a Joint Committee of the 
Dail and the Seanad be set up to consider the 
Standing Orders relative to private business, 
and to report as to the amendments, if any, 
which are necessary.”’ 

Mr. HOOPER proposed and Mr. Costello 
seconded a resolution that seven deputies re 
present the Seanad on the said Joint Com- 
mittee, which was accepted. 

The Senate adjourned until 3 p.m. on 
Wednesday next.

THIGH BOOTS AS CLUE. 


It has been known that the headquarters 
of this illegal organisation has been 
rentred somewhere in the Dublin 
Vountains, in the vicinity of the Hell Fire 
(lub. and one of the purposes of this 
special branch of the Dublin Detective 
livision was to locate and destroy these 
headquarters. A clue to the situation of 
this dump was given by the fact that on

GUARDED BY WIRES. 


Before the dump could be reached an 

expert had to be called in to sever the 
wires that led to the trap mine. Great 
rare was, nevertheless, necessary in gain- 
ing entrance to the dump; for it contained 
& great quantity of high explosives, not 
té mention military munitions. 
The entrance to the dump was an 
ingeniously contrived stone door, about 
four feet square, covered with ivy and 
tendrils. i 

It was in a place frequented by Boy 
Feouts and tourists, and had any person 
si any time come in contact with the trap 
mine they would have been blown to 
pieces. 

The dump was on the banks of a small 
mer flowing through the Massey demesne, 
and its natural and innocent situation 
wes the rea] reason for its remaining un- 


Giscovered up to the present. 


The dump itself was a chamber about 
twenty feet square, clean and white-washed 
inside, containing, in addition to the 
military stores, a tent, bedding for several] 
men, and a good supply of tinned food- 
stufis. It had been used quite recently, 


and everything was in perfect condition. 


THE STORES. 


The military stores found in it in- 

cluded :— 

Fifty rifles, 

Hundreds of thousands ot rounds of 

ammunition of all kinds, 
About fifty revolvers and German 
automatic pistols, 
Several Lewis machine-guns, and 
A large quantity of high explosive. 
The “ dump ’’ was first discovered in the 

early morning, but it was the afternoon 
before entrance was effected. Then 
members of the headquarters staff of the 
Civic Guard, including General Eoin 
O’Duffy, Commissioner ; Colonel Neligan, 
Chief of the Detective Department for the 
Free State ; Chief Superintendent Brennan 
and Superintendent Ennis visited the 
scene, and it was decided that the dump 
should be blown up, as it would have been 
dangerous to remove the large quantities 
that were lying about. 


” BLOWN UP. 


After the small arms and the secret 
documents were rémoved the whole dump 
was blown up. The explosion, between 
7.30 p.m. and 8 p.m., was so great that it 
was heard all over the countryside and in 
Dublin City. Men standing three hundred 
yards away were knocked to the ground 
by the force of the explosion. 

No person will be allowed near the place 
until the experts have declared that it is 
safe, and for the present it is being con- 
stantly guarded. 


KING WILLIAM'S HEAD. 


' The finding of the head of the statue of 
King William recalls an amusing occur- 
rence in December, 1928. On the morning 
of Armistice Day, November, 1928, 
attempts to blow up the statue of King 
William, which stood in College Green, 
opposite Trinity College, and also to blow 
up the statue of King George in St. 
Stephen's Green, were made. They were 
not altogether successful, but the statue 
of King William was rendered so insecure 
on its mountings that by order of the 
Corporation it was removed and placed 
temporarily in Hanover Yard. One night, 
some weeks later, armed men raided the 
yard, held up the night-watchman, and cut 
off the head of King William with a saw.

ITALY’S REPLY TO 
THE VATICAN. 


CONTENTS STILL 
UNKNOWN. 
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Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 


ROME, Wednesday. 

While the Vatican is maintaining the 
utmost reserve as to the contents of the 
Italian reply to its three Notes, the 
general impression is that it has been 
found anything but satisfactory. This 
was only to be expected. In particalar, 
the counter-charge of the Italian Govern- 
ment, that the Vatican had transgressed 
not merely the Concordat, but also the 
Treaty of the Lateran, seems to have come 
as a disagreeable surprise. 

As to the basis of this particular 
accusation, however, absolute silence is 
being maintained, and all inquiries are 
put off with the cryptic suggestion that 
the charge is serious. Everything, there- 
fore, indicates that the friction has not 
been lessened by the reply. 

This opinion is further fortified by the 
knowledge that the Italian Government is 
demanding that the Central Committee of 
the Azione Cattolica should in future he 
composed of persons appointed by common 
agreement between the Government and 
the Holy See, and that these persons 
should not be srbjects of a foreign State. 

This is not a demand which is likely 
to be conceded without a struggle by the 
Holy See, and consequently it is certain 
that the negotiations will be long drawn 
out. 

The Italian authorities profess to be 
determined not to be rushed by the other 
side, and the Vatican is traditionally 
patient in its diplomacy. Upon this occa- 
sion, however, the idea is being freely 
mooted that the Vatican is anxious for a 
rapid settlement, and it is alleged that 
this wish is. partly prompted by the 
imminence of the at festival of St. 
John, which is popularly celebrated witn 
particular circumstance here in Rome.

The only major British golf 
ship which the Americans have not won 
1s the Ladies’ Open. Miss Maureen

“ON THE BRINK OF THE 
GREATEST TRAGEDY.” 


R. EDWARD LYTTELTON, the 
former Headmaster of Eton; speak- 
ing at the Norwich Diocesan Conference 
yesterday, referred to a conference that 
he attended recently at Oxford, at which, 
he said, they became possessed of the 
most recent information as to what was 
going on in Central Europe. He could 
not disguise the fact that whet they heard 
was of a. very alarming character. 

There was present a German, who gave 
them the latest information with regard 
to his country down to that time. In the 
minds of a great many people still the 
chief anxiety for the maintenance of peace 
had been centred round France. They 
now learned that the danger came from 
Germany. 


PROFESSOR’S WARNING. 


“The Germans,’’ he continued, “ are 
suffering from an economic distress of far 
greater extent than I had any idea of 
before I received a-letter from a professor 
in Germany. He tells me that the 
country, and especially the National 
Socialist Party, are maddened by the pre- 
vailing distress, and smarting under a 
sense of injustice because the Allies have 
not fulfilled the promises for disarmament 
made at the time of the Versailles Treaty. 
Taken as a whole, the Allies have done 
nothing but talk. 

“The result is that the present German 
Government is considering, and has con- 
sidered at Chequers, what course they are 
to take. Unless they could get some 
assurance that the conference on disarma- 
ment next February will do something 
more than has been achieved hitherto, ther 
would leave the League of Nations, and 
set themselves to re-arm their own country 
as quickly as possible.

“Tí the League of Nations came to an 
end, anarchy and all the horrors of war 
would immediately start jig Europe and 
spread through the world. It is impossible 
to exaggerate the térrible nature of the 
prospect before us unless the Germans 
can Gs sienved that the Allies meant what 
they said when they promised to disarm. 

“More serious than that, this professor 
in Germany says in his letter that the 
Gowernment are already negotiating for 
an alliance with Russia. That. of course, 
would not come off unless they had retired 
from the League. That only means that 
these two Powers would defy the world 
in the great object that the Germans have 
of repudiating their debts and putting 
themselves on what they call parity of 
armament with other nations. 

‘The state of uneasiness, suspicion andl 
jealousy which brought the last horrible 
war upon us is every bit as rampant uas 
it was, in spite of all the League of 
Nations had done to bring about a better 
state of feeling, some sense of justice. 
some sense of national unselfishness. No 
doubt we aré on the brink of the greatest 
tragedy ever imagined since mankind wa? 
on the surface of this earth.” 

Having referred to the Army. Navy and 
Air Force, Dr. Lyttelton said that the 
moment that war was declared there would 
be an attack on London by aeroplanes. 
and we had not the force to rene] it. We 
were now practically defenceless. 

““ As far as five nations are concerned. 
it may be too late to avert war,” he said. 
‘Tt is a matter we are not concerned 
with. What we are concerned with is 
that we should set our hearts on brincin: 
ahout. something like a spirit of brother 
heod amongst mankind.”’

| SERE was a surprising development in 
the Royal Mail Steam Packet Com- 

ny case yesterday at the Guildhall, 
Eaatien. before the She Mayor. After 
the luncheon adjournment Sir John Simon, 
K.C., counsel for Lord Kylsant, and Sir 
Patrick Hastings, K.C., counsel for Mr. 
Harold J. Morland, withdrew from the 
case and left the court. In their absence 
the proceedings were watched by junior 
counsel. The hearing of evidence will be 
resumed on Monday next. 


THE SUMMONSES. 


This was Lord Kylsant’s third appear- 
ance before the Lord Mayor at the Guild- 
hall to answer summonses connected with 
the conduct of the affairs of the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Company. Lord Kylsant, 
who, at all material times, was chairman 
and managing director of the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet Company, was charged on 
two summonses with, in May, 1927, and 
May, 1928, making, circulating, or pub- 
lishing or concurring in so doimg, annual 
reports of the directors of the company for 
the years 1926 and 1927 which he knew 
to be false in a material particular, with 
intent to defraud the shareholders of the 
company. 

With Lord Kylsant was summoned Mr. 
Harold John Morland, the auditor of the 
company, who was alleged to have aided 
and abetted Lord Kylsant. 

There was a further summons against 
Lord Kylsant: That, on June 29, 1928, he 
had made, circulated or published or con- 
curred in making, circulating or publish- 
ing, a prospectus which he knew to be 
false in a material particular, with intent 
to induce persons to entrust or advance 
property of the company. 

The prospectus was for £2,000,000 Five 
per Cent. Debenture Stock, and its object 
was to provide additional capital for the 
new Royal Mail House in Leadenhall 
street, and for general purposes of the 
company. 

The Lord Mayor, after consideration of 
defending counsel’s submission, decided 
that the Crown were entitled to present all 
their evidence as a whole, and that the 
third summons against Lord Kylsant 
should not be taken separately. 


SIR WILLIAM MCCLINTOCK. 


Sir William McClintock, who had given 
evidence at the previous hearing, before 
continuing vietabdig, said that he wished 
to correct two slight inaccuracies in his 
previous evidence. He had referred to 
the dividends of the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Meat Transport Co. as having 
absorbed £55,000 net. The correct amount 
was £45,000. 

The other point concerned the Nelson 
Companies. The transfer of the reserves 
was made in 1927. 

Dealing with the trading resulta of the 
six subsidiary companies, he said that on 
the figures given he calculated that in 
1926 there was a net loss of £213,669, 
interest and depreciation. The published 
figures showed a balance of £355,925. 

Asked if he made any investigation to 
see whether the reserves had become free, 
he said no, but he knew thet a very 
substantial amount of the provision would 
not be required to meet any claims by the 
Inland Revenue. 


THE RESERVES, 


Sir William dealt similarly with the 
figures for 1927. The reserves, he said, 
were invested inside the company in ships 
and so on. 

Asked by the Lord Mayor if they were 
reserves, if they were more or less capi- 
talised, and in the use of the company, 
he replied that they were reserves un- 
doubtedly. 

Cross-examined by Sir Patrick Hastings, 
K.C., for Mr. Morland, Sir William 
agreed that one difficulty that the directors 
were frequently faced with was the 
obligation to deal fairly with the share- 
holders, and at the same time protect 
their own company from the result of 
giving unnecessary information to com- 
petitors; but he did not agree with the 
view that it was largely for that reason 
that the practice had developed of accu- 
mulating secret reserves. 

He agreed that the amount disclosed 
in the accounts in such a way as to meet 
with the auditors’ approval was a matter 
of opinion. 

Sir Patrick said that he was going, he 
hoped, to satisfy the Court that there was 
nothing in the case that was different 
from universal practice. 


COUNSEL WITHDRAW.

When Sir Patrick Hastings took his 
place in Court after the luncheon adjourn- 
ment he announced that he had decided 
to withdraw from the case. He had no 
alternative but to do so. 

Sir John Simon, counsel for Lord

Hastings, and the Lord Mayor said that 
he. understood he must simply dcal with 
the case as it stood after the prosecution 
had concluded their evidence. 

Sir Patrick Hastings and Mr. Stuart 
Bevan then left the Court, but Sir John 
Simon remained. 

Shortly after Sir Patrick had left, Sir 
John Simon also left the Court, leaving 
Mr. Wilfred Lewis to watch the proceed- 
ings on behalf of Lord Kylsant. 

The further hearing was adjourned until

. WAGES OF IRISH 
RAILWAYMEN. 


POSITION SAID TO BE 
CRITICAL.

The Executive of the National Union of 
Railwaymen in London yesterday decided 
to call a conference of Irish branches of 
the Union in Dublin for June 18, to con- 
sider the proposed reduction in wages and 
salaries. 

The Irish railway companies asked for a 
“eut” of ten per cent. The Wages 
Board decided on a reduction of 48 per 
cent. on all earnings of the conciliation 
grades, but it was not to operate so as to 
reduce a man’s earnings below forty 
shillings per week. In the cases of 
stationmasters, goods agents and clerks, 
the deduction was to be 25 per cent., with 
a further deduction of 14 ver cent. in re- 
spect of all earnings over £100 per annum. 

The National Union of Railwaymen’s 
representatives on the Board disagreed 
with this proposal, and signec a minority 
report. Their action, it is understood, 
was governed by a decision of the Irish 
members. 

The position, it was stated, is regarded 
as somewhat critical.

A glimmer of light in the black darkness 
of the accident to the British submarine, 
Poseidon, is afforded by the report that 
the submarine parent-ship Medway is in 
communication with eight of the eighteen 
men imprisoned in the sunken ship, and 
hopes to be able to rescue them. 

Catertinataly, there is said to be 
virtually no hope of rescuing the other ten 
who are in another compartment of the 
submarine. 

The Japanese salvage tug on the scene 
of the accident expects to raise the 
Poseidon itself within twenty-four hours, 
and a great fight is being made to save the 
lives of the entombed men. 
| Six men managed to make a wonderful 
escape after the vessel’s fatal plunge by 
means of the Davis submarine esci.pe 
apparatus. Two of them came up through 
all.the twenty fathoms of water two and 
a-quarter hours after the submarine went 
down, and the other four after three and 
a-quarter hours. They were picked up by 
boats from the British warships that had 
rushed to the scene. But this still leaves 
18 British ratings below, and one report 
says that two Chinese are also entombed. 


STRUCK AMIDSHIPS. 


Pieced together the story of yesterday's 
accident shows that the Poseidon, which 
was engaged in exercises in misty weather, 
came to the surface close to the smal! 
Chinese steamer Yuta, the skipper of which 
my Japanese, ten miles north of Wei-Hai- 

e1. 

The Poseidon was struck amidships and 
a huge hole was torn in her side. The 
collision occurred at 12.45 p.m., and in a 
few minutes the submarine had dis- 
appeared. The captain and crew of the 
Yuta took prompt steps to pick up the 
five officers and 26 ratings á had been 
thrown into the sea. Two of the six other 
men who got to the surface by means oí 
the Davis apparatus subsequently died. 
Thus five officers and 30 ratings of the 
submarine’s crew are definitely safe, and 
strenuous efforts are being made to rescue 
some at least of the others. 

According to details from Hong-Kong, 
the two ratings who are known to have 
lost their lives in the accident—A.B., A. J. 
Lovock, of Chatham, and Stoker Albert 
R. Winter, of Chatham—were both 
married men. 


THREE NATIONS TO THE 
RESCUE. 
WEI-HAI-WEI, later. 

The tremendous effort, worthy of the 
finest traditions of the sea, is being made 
by the warships of three nations—Great 
Britain, the United States and Japan— 
to save the lives of the eight British 
sailors who are still believed to be alive 
in the sunken British submarine Poseidon, 
which rests on the ocean bed 120 feet 
below the surface of the China Sea. 

The Japanese salvage experts express 
the hope that the Poseidon may be raised 
to-night. There are now seven British 
naval vessels—all that are available at

Admiral McVay, the Commander-in- . 
Chief of the American Asiatic Squadron, 
has placed all the resources of his squadron 
at the disposal of the British naval 
authorities, and he has instructed the 
Destroyer Squadron under Captain Dorich, 
which is spending the summer at Chefoo, 
to render every possible assistance. 

The United States submarine rescue 
vessel Pigeon has also been ordered from 
Tsingtao to Wei-Hai-Wei to aid fn the 
salvage operations. The Pigeon was built 
as a mine-sweeper in 1919, and was 
recently converted into a submarine resc 
vessel. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


The Admiralty last night issued the 
following :— 

“ H.M.S. Poseidon was sunk in collision 
whilst operating on the surface in full 
buovancy. ‘The vessel was holed on the 
starboard side, forward of the conning 
tower, and sank by the bow in about two 
minutes. The majority of the crew were 
able to escape by the conning tower hatch. 
Divers are now working in from 115 to 
120 feet. Further details have been called 
for, and will be published as soon as 
received.” ' 


THE DAVIS APPAEATLS. 


Professor Sir [Leonard Hill, ‘the 
physiologist, who conducted tests on be- 
half of the Admiralty of the Davis 
apparatus by which six men eseaped-from 
the sunken submarine, said to a reporter 
last night: “ The apparatus is: wonderful. 
The fact that these men have been saved 
by means of it several hours after the 
submarine sank shows the efliciency of the 
dress. It has answered every expectation 
all along. 

““ We are still testing it as to the depth 
in which it can be used with safety, and 
the ratios of oxygen pressure. It can ne 
used now at 2: depth of over 200 feet, 
and with care and proper discipline we 
shall be able to use it as deep as 300 feet.” 

The Davis apparatus by which the sx 
men reached the surface is the invention 
of Mr. R. H. Davis, of Ashtead, Surrey. 

It consists of a breathing bag carried on 
the chest and a buoyancy apparatus. To 
the bag is attached a cylinder of oxygen, 


Í and the man inhales and exhales the air 


which is being continually purified in the 
bag. The apparatus is self-contained and 
is supplied to every man in the submarine 
service. 


UNCONFIRMED REPORT OF 
RESCUE. 
From RevtTer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
SHANGHAI, Thursday. 
Eight naval ratings have up to the 
present been rescued from the sunken 
submarine Paseidon, according to an un- 
confirmed report received here. Tho 
guardship Bruce, however, has no infor- 
mation.

CANADA. 


The Times to-day observes in a leadinz 
article :—Thé official announcement of the 
bad of the Ottawa cm ag 

as been followed almost immediately by 
the publication this morning of the re- 
port of the Mission which recently visited 
Canada on behalf of the Federation of 
British Industries. It is encouraging to 
find that, if for the time being there is 
little or nothing being done by Govern- 
inents to co-ordinate the trade and in- 
dustries of the Empire, there are ample 
opportunities for industrialists to work 
towards that end. 

One of the 1 asons for their visit given 
by the Mission when they arrived in 
Canada, adds The Times, was that the 
negative attitude adopted by the British 
Government at the last Imperial Confer- 
ence made it vitally necessary for industry 
itself to proceed to open up and, if 
nay deal with questions which should 
nave been considered long ago. Among 
the conclusions at which they arrive in 
their report is that a change in the fiscal 
system at home would appear to be neces- 
sary if the weuived economic co- 
operation between the different parts of 
the Empire is to be secured, but they dwell 
less upon this—which is clearly one of the 
questions which t'.ey desire to see studied 
by the joint committees th.y propose to 
set up—than on the wa:s by which 
industrialists themselves can work towards 
this object. 

That British manufacturers have 
hitherto not done all they could in this 
direction is made abundantly clear. The 
report shows that the defective salesman- 
ship, which the Prince of Wales discovered 
in South America. is equally apparent in 
Canada. The Federation will, indeed, do 
a useful piece of work if it is able to set up 
an authoritative body, representing all the 
interests affected—those cf ]:bour as well 
as of capital, of traders and consumers as 
well as of producers, of the export manufac- 
turers as well as of those who manufacture 
for the home market—to investigate with 
the necessary expert assistance the present 
conditions of Empire trade, and the means 
by which it can most safely and effectively 
be promoted. Reports by sech a body 
would carry great weight and set many 
doubts at rest.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 
N Committee on the Finance Bill in the 
House of Commons to-day there was 
further discussion on Captain Bourne's 
amendment to Clause 7, to exempt agricul- 
tural land from the Land Tax so long as it 
continued to be used for agricultural pur- 
poses only. 

Captain Beaumont, in supporting the 
amendment, said that he was pleased to 
observe that the Solicitor-General had dis- 
carded the ridiculous cant of “ God gave the 
land for the people.” Such a statement was 
merely an attempt to obtain Divine help for 
a gross and inequitable fallacy. It was a 
travesty of the Mohammedan doctrine to say 
that God was great, and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer was his prophet. 

Several speakers dwelt upon the harm that 
the tax would do to farmers, small-holders and 
allotment-holders. 

Sir Stafford Cripps (Solicitor-General) in 
reply expressed the opinion that the number 
of cases of farm land which would have a 
building value put upon it would be small. 
Under the Town-Planning Bill, a landowner 
could give an undertaking that certain 
land would be used cnly for farming or 
allotments, and that would he taken into 
account in' making the valuation. If the re- 
sult of the Land Tax would be to throw 
vast quantities of land into the market, it 
would have the desirable effect of cheapen- 
ing land very much, especially in the vici- 
nity of towns. There was a really solid 
case for not exempting all land used for 
agricultural purposes, and under the circum- 
stances the Government could not accept the 
amendment. 

The amendment was rejected by 276 votes 
to 205. 

Colonel Wedgwood moved an amendment 
to include within the purview of the valuation 
minerals and mineral wayleaves. The Chan- 
cellor’s reason for excluding minerals was 
stated to be the inte ‘on to nationalise 
minerals, but in the present financial condi- 
tion of the country that course would not be 
possible. 

Mr. W. Graham opposed the proposal, on 
the ground that it would necessitate a highly- 
technical valuation, and would seriously deiay 
the valuation of the land. 

The amendment was rejected without a 
division. 

The debate was adjourned.

THE IRISH GRAND PRIX. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Now that the third Grand Prix is 
over and the guarantors will once more be 
called on for some portion of their guarantee, 
it might not be out of place once more to 
suggest to the Irish Automobile Club that, 
to obtain a.more widespread interest in these 
events, it is important to add some exclu- 
sively Irish items, which would allow the 
members of the general motoring public to 
take part. For instance, if the Club held a 
‘* reliability ’’ trial of some days’ duration, 
with stops at various towns for meals and 
nights, it would be to the interest of the 
local hotel-keeper to promise his pes to 
the upkeep of these events. Local people 
who took an interest in a local entry would 


be more apt to contribute towards a guarantee : 


fund. A hill climb within easy reach of 
Dublin could also be staged, finishing up 
with a race of 200 miles for Irish-owned cars 
driven by Irish residents, such car to have 
been regularly used on the road in Ireland 
for not less than three months before such 
event. A Concours d'Eléqgance could also he 
held in the Park either before or after the 
200 mile race, and the last two days could 
be devoted to the Grand Prix. Prizes need 
not be expensive, and, if the test were 
severe, would be much valued. All cars 
would, of course, have to be tuned and got 
ready in Ireland. 

These extra events would bring in a good 
deal of money for the motor trade. the coach- 
builder and painter, and the country hotel- 
keeper. The average man who runs a sports 
car in this country cannot afford to con- 
test in the Grand Prix against teams of cars 
entered either by the trade or by private in- 
dividuals in England; but he would not 
hesitate to enter events where he met others 
on more equal terms, and local entries of this 
sort would produce a great deal of interest 
all over the country. Two extra mornings 
for praatyg-in the Park, and one day for the 
€00 mile race and Concours, would be al!

FOR TOURISTS,

A variety of suggestions for making Ire- 
land more attractive to tourists were put for- 
ward yesterday at a meeting in the Dublin 
City Hall of the directors of the Irish 
Tourist Association. 

Mr. T. J. W. Kenny, the Present, re- 
ferred to the satisfactory reception which 
had been given to the appeal, sent out to 
three thousand selected Irish addresses, to 
‘‘ extend the fashion of Irish holidays,’’ and 
said that some people 
had expressed  dis- 
satisfaction with the 
acarcity of firs t- 
class hotel accom- 
modation, and sug- 
gested that the As- 
sociation might en- 
deavour to secure 
the establishment of 
good hotels, so as 
to provide a more 
regular chain around 
the coast and at key- 
points on the main 
tourists routes 
through the country. 
‘It is interesting, 
however, to note 
that such hotel development as there has 
been in recent years has tended in a 
special manner to meet this requirement,” 
remarked the Chairman. 

A further difficulty on which the As- 
sociation’s intervention was suggested was 
the question of road conditions on the 
western seaboard of Connacht, on the coast 
road around Donegal, and on certain parts 
of the Atlantic coast road in Kerry. It was 
complained that the ‘ Ring of Ireland ”’ 
tour, which had won increased popularity 
with motorists in recent years, was rcn- 
dered most uncomfortable because of weak 
spots of this nature. 

A further suggestion was that the Asso- 
ciation should inspect and register and pro- 
vide official signs to the cottages and tea- 
rooms at which light refreshments were made 
available for passing visitors. Such houses 
had increased in.number in recent years, 
and were now becoming, with the develop- 
ment of motoring, an important link in their 
catering chain. - 

IRISH HOLIDAYS. 

“While there is ample evidence,” said 
the Chairman. “ that the Irish people are 
turning their thoughts more to Irish holidays 
than in past years, it is also clear that the 
need for economy is becoming. a more and 
more important feature in holiday arrange- 
ments. The owner of a private car wishes to 
seek out the smaller and less expensive hotel, 
and is inclined to avoid the more popular 
tourist thoroughfares, on the assumption 
that the prices at the larger hotels are too 
high. Travellers of this kind, who also 
prefer good by-roads with less traffic, are 
experiencing a difficulty owing to the in- 
sufficiency of direction signs on the second 
class roads.”’ 

Walking tours had been given a consider- 
able impetus on account of the economy 
which they offered, and it was interesting 
to note that a Youth Hostel Movement, 
similar to those in Continental countries, 
was now taking shape. 

There was no reason to think that the 
popularity of walking tours or the desire on 
the part of a large number of travellers to 
seek out less pretentious establishments 
would seriously interfere with the volume of 
clientele going to hotels, but hotels must 
recognise that altered conditions, especially 
in the economic sphere, called for special 
consideration. Motoring had practically 
finished the sedentary holiday, and the pro- 
vision of chance meals, which a few years ago 
was only a small feature in most hotels, was 
likely. to become more and more important in 
the future. 

In connection with the spreading of elec- 
tricity throughout the country it was hoped 
that the Electricity Supply Board would con- 
tinue and intensify its educational work 
through the medium of cookery demonstra- 
tions. 

“The appeal generally,” said Mr. Kenny, 
“has got a very flattering response, and al! 
indications point to a better season than in 
previous ygrs. Valuable publicity was given 
to it following its endorsement by the Dublin 
Corporation, and it is suggested that other 
public bodies throughout the country be re- 
quested to give it similar official approval.’ 


BETTER HOTELS. 

Mrs. M. Walsh said that the hotels in the 
country had improved beyond recognition 
in recent years, and compared favourably 
with any she had seen in England. 

Mrs. Sheehy-Skeffington suggested that stan- 
dard signs should be erected in all towns 
indicating the name of the town. 

The Chairman said that he thought an 
arrangement could he made if the proposal 
were put before the Department of Local 
Government. 

Mr. W. O'Reilly urged the importance of 
laying stress in their publicity upon historical 
features in the country, as well as scenery. 

Mr. P. Hogan, T.D., said that there was 
a danger of such a scheme as suggested by 
Mrs. Sheehy Skeffington making them un- 
popular with local authorities, on account of 
the expense. 

A resolution was passed requesting the 
erection of name signs in all villages and 
towns, 

In moving a resolution, on behalf of Mr. 
D. J. Madden, asking all hotels and others 
supplying the needs of tourists to use Irish 
produce, Senator Duffy protested against the 
use of French terms on menu cards. 
 Mfs. Walsh expressed the opinion that 
visitors wanted a less pretentious meal; 
simple, well cooked and fresh. She thought 
that all restaurants should provide home- 
made bread with afternoon tea. At the larger 
restaurants the afternoon tea was not appetis- 
ing. 

Mr. B. Egan, T.D. said that the help of 
commercial travellers in improving hotel 
menus should he enlisted. 

Mr. F. A. Moran said that Irish hotels 
were the best supporters of Irish produce. 
sad the guestion of menus would work itself 
out 

The resolution was passed. The Secretary, 
Mr. J. P. O’Brien, reported that the news- 
paper advertising campaign was in full swing 
in Great Britain and .was producing very 
satisfactory results. A ‘list of the prize- 
winners in the Derby sweepstake had been 
requested, with a view to circularising them 
on the merits of Irish holidays. 

In reply to Mr, Hogan, the chairman said 
that the question of cinema publicity would 
be gone into. 

In a report on organisation, Mr. Barry 
drew attention to tha lack of sign 
posts and danger signs in Wicklow, 
Kerry, Cork, Connemara, and Donegal. 
The increased number of hunting visitors 
showed that Irish hunting fields were fast 
returning to their pre-war popularity.

‘“MESMERISED BY HATRY 
AND LONDON.”

é6 IALDINI, this little Italian, was 
L. mesmerised by Hatry and the City 
of London,' said Signor Gonzales, 
Gialdini’s counsel, speaking in thunderous 
tones, which reverbrated through the Court, 
at the trial of Gialdini here this afternoon. 

“ Hatryv and Daniels were launched on their 
career of crime long before Gialdini joined 
them. They had lived on fraud. Why did 
they accuse Gialdini? No one can analyse 
the feelings of accused. men when they face 
judge and jury, but in the hour when they 
went to unburden their souls before Sir Gilbert 
Garnsey did they inculpate Gialdini? Did 
they say: ‘We, Englishmen, we might have 
been capable of committing this crime, but 
the fact is we were tempted to it by 
Gialdini.’ ”’ 

Signor Gonzales devoted himself to replying 
to the prosecutors accusation that Gialdin; 
was a ‘constitutional liar.” He maintained 
that Gialdini was, on the contrary, ‘‘ constitu- 
tionally honest.” 

A half an hour was devoted to a subtle and 
academic distinction between fraud in the 
abstract and fraud in fact. 

“Was it remarkable,” asked counsel, 
“ that Gialdini should have placed forged 
certificates with the bank, He was not aware 
that they had been forged. Others had done 
the same, who had been absolved of all 
responsibility. He denied that Gialdini daily 
associated with Hatry and Daniels with full 
knowledge of their plans.”

EASY VICTORY OF 
COCKPEN.

From Ovr TRAVELLING CORRBSPONDENT, 


NEWBURY, Wednesday Night. 
HE rain poured in torrents 
o'clock to three this afternoon, and, of 
course, it most of the pleasure of 
the day, for when it did clear up and the 
light improved, every one was Tagrantiod 
and—wet. i 

The moss interesting performance of the 
day was that of the two-year-old Cockpen 
(owned ty Lord Woolavington and trained by 
Fred Darling), who on his first appearance on 
m racecourse won the Kennet Stakes in the 
most emphatic fashion by half a length, .and 
a length an. a half from Straniero and the 
Bulger colt, The Divot. 

Cockpen is by Buchan, out of Margaritta, 
a mare tred by Mr. Ernest Bellaney, who 
was tremendously fast in her two-year-old 
days. This son of her's is a very atriking- 
looking chestnut colt, far bigger than the 
average gocd two-year-old, with great reach 
and power, one of the sort that in the ordinary 
way does not bloom until the autumn. In 
the case of Cockpen he has bloomed early 
enough to sow his trainer so much at home 
that he started a favourite here. 

NO TRACE OF EENNESS. 

He showed no trace of greenness. Indeed, 
he settled down to his work with machine- 
like precision, and the moment Fox asked’ 
him to come away and win his race he did so 
without having to be called on for an effort. 
Although the verdict was only half a length in 
his favour he really won with the greatest 
ease. The Divot, who was giving 9b., ran 
very well, and Becti, who finished fourth, 
showed much promise. One who finished well 
up after a slow beginning was Sir Troops, a 
colt by Warden of the Marches, out of 
Deocaum. 

The rain had practically ceased when the 
race for the Royal Plate was run for. This 
was won by Captain Rennington-Wilson’s 
Hill Cat, a handsome chestnut colt by 
Marten, out of Mr. J. J. Maher's mare, 
Rathcarron. He was giving weight away all- 
round, but he was able to make all the 
running and resist “he late challenge of 
Traetor and beat him by a head, with the 
favourite, Bach, three-parts of a length 
away third. 

AN IMPROVING COLT. 

Praetor, an Irish-bred colt by Phalaris, out 
of Simon's Shoes, was bought as a yearling 
by Captain Boyd-Rochfort, who trains him 
for his American patron, Mr. William Wood- 
ward, With a clear course he might have 
won. This was the best race he has run 
so far, and he should improve as the season 
wears on. Spanish Main was a serious 
challenger to Hill Cat at the distance, and he 
only just missed a place. 

Fingle Bridge, who used to be known in 
Ireland as Queen's Up, ran a really good 
race under his 12ib. penalty when Donoghue 
rode him again in the Empire Stakes, but he 
found one too for him in Sir Ernest 
Wills’s Rialto Bridge, from the stable of 
Sir Hugh Nugent, on whom Gordon Richards 
made all the running to beat Fingle Bridge 
and rte. eee by a length and a head. 
Orbite II., who was favourite, was never 
really dangerous, and finished fourth. 

THE SELLING RACES, 

Both selling races were won by outsiders. 
The first was Miltona, one of the few horses 
that Mr. Donald Nicoll, of the Burntwood 
Stud, has in training. He was just able to 
beat the favourite, Virginia Water, owned 
by Lord Lonsdale, by a neck, and was 
bought in afterwards for 330 guineas. 
Virginia Water was drawn on what is alwavs 
supposed to be the bad side of the course 
nere, but so was Absurdum, the winner of 
the Berks Selling Plate, on whom Childs beat 
Ray on Exclamation by a short head. 

Piating form is always supposed to he 
good at Newbury, but prospective owners 
of horses thought otherwise here, for there 
was no bid for Absurdum, and when De 
Mestre, the owner of Exclamation, offered 
him after the race he let him go to a bid of 
35 guineas. Absurdum is owned and trained 
by J. W. Manser, of Newmarket, who has 
only a very few horses. 

In the last race of the day, the Nether- 
avon Handicap, Gordon Richards on Lord 
Glanely’s Blue Don beat old Prospice and 
Arctic Light. 


SELECTIONS, 

There should be a real good race to-mor- 
row for the Newbury Cup, in which it is 
probable that Prince Paradise, who missed 
the Manchester Cup for this event, will be 
favourite. His effort in the Yorkshire Cup, 
in which he was only beaten a neck by The 
Scout Il., was a ms one, and he runs in 
preference to the City and suburban winner, 
Anthurium.

|BOOMER CHAMPION 


‘FOR FIFTH TIME. 


REMARKABLE SCORES 
AT DEAUVILLE. 


——— 


Aubrey Boomer, a native of Jersey, and pro- 
fessional to the St. Cloud Country Club, Parie, won 
the French Open Golf Championship here to-lay 
with an aggregate of 291 for 72 _ holes. hits 
rounds were 73, 76, 75 and 67. His last round 
of 67 equalled the record for the course created 
earlier in the day by Tomas Genta, of the Argen- 
tine, who finished two strokes behind the winner. 

This was Boomer's fifth success in the Cham- 
pionship, his previous wins being in 1921, 1922, 
1926, and 1929. He ocenpied seventh position at 
the end of the first day's play, and he was in a 
seemingly hopeless position at the end of the third 
round, Boomer’s remarkable final round, which 
contained a collection of “ birdies,” enabled him 
to claim a great victory. 

MASTERLY RECOVERY. 

Boomer’s recovery was masteriy, and his long 
game was the foundation of his succese. In hie 
final round he did the first nine holes in 33 
strokes, and his only deviation from the fairway 
was at the thirteenth, He was stymied to the 
green by a high tree, but, taking a spade mashie, 
he made a magnificent shot, which enabled him to 
get a par four. Boomer was in the rough at 
the last hole, but again he recovered magnifiecntly 
to get his four and complete his round in 67 for 
a winning aggregate. 

The figures of Boomer’s last

Genta, who led the field at the end of the 
third round, fell away considerably in the last 
stage, and took 68 for an aggregate of 293 to 
share second position with Percy Alliss, the 
English professivnal attached to the Wansee Club 
Berlin. Montes, the Philippine, alse equalled 
the record of 67, having gone out in the remark- 
able score of 30 in his last round, and just missed 
beating the record by inches.

RYDER CUP TEAM 

The British Ryder Cup team, which will 
defend the trophy against American profes- 
sionals on the Sciot Country Club’s course. 
Columbus, in two weeks’ time, left England 
yesterday on the White Star liner Majestic. 

Charles Whitcombe, captain of the Britisa 
team, said that, while he did not expect to 
lead his men to a crushing victory against 
America, he saw no reason why the Ryder 
Cup should not remain in the possession 
of the British golfers. ‘‘ A number of our 
players,” he said, ‘‘have beer in America 
before. They know the conditions and 
methods of the men they will have to face.’’ 

Mr. Fred J. Pignon, manager of the team, 
gave it as his opinion that he was taking 
out with him the ten best British golfers 
of the moment. - He would not touch upon 
the recent contfoversies in regard to the ex- 
clusion of Henry Cotton, Percy Alliss and 
Aubrey Boomer, but he contented himself 
with the statement that if America win the 
Ryder Cup it will be by superior golf against 
one of the best teams which has left 
England.
